Mr. Gardner gave up his seat in con- 
gress, where he was known as a 
staunch advocate of military prepar- 
edness, to go into the army and was 
commissioned a colonel. At his own 
request he was reduced to the rank 
of major in order that he might see 
more active service. 


Major Gardner'contracted a severe 


cold a fortnight ago on the rifle 
range here and last week pneumonia 
developed. 
Mrs. Gardner came here 


from her home in Hamilton., Mass., 
and was with him until shortly be- 
fore the end came. She suffered a 
temporary collapse yesterday and was 
under the care of a physician for a 
time.

Washington, Jan. 15.—Movement 


of coal to relieve the shortage in the 
northeast and- bunker ships loaded 
with army supplies tied up in New 
York harbor went forward today un- 
der the first priority 
arrangement 


made since the .govenment took con- 
trol of the railroads. 
The plan of limited preferential 


shipments announced by" .Director 
General McAdoo was put into opera- 
tion by the railroad managements 
without issuance of formal priority 
orders and included food as well. It 
was found necessary because of in- 
terruption of traffic by recent bli2- 
zards in the middle west 


Action in the New York situation 


was taken on the advice of A. H. 
Smith, assistant director in charge of 
eastern lines, who reported that 118 
ships were held in harbor awaiting 
bunker 
coal. 
Director McAdoo's 


priority instructions contemplates; 
First, the movement of coal for 


householders and vital public utili- 
ties; second, food; third, coal 
for 


bunkering ships loaded, for American 
armies, abroad arid for the allies. 


At the same time Fuel Administra- 


tor Garfield issued similar orders for 
the distribution of co'al putting the 
needs of householders, public utili- 
ties , arid 
trans-Atlantic 
shipping 


ahead of war industries and indus- 
tries of other'classes. 


The fuel_ administrators, plan for 
general coal distribution to meet the 
eastern famine will probably apply 
to all .states east of the. Mississippi 
river .and"will be put into effect by 
state,.fuel administrators on the re- 
turn to.

DUE TO LANSING

Paris. Jan. 15.—The arrest yes- 


terday of former Premier Caillaux 
was due principally to a cablegram 
from Secretary Lansing at Washing- 
ton, savins that in 1915 M. Caillaux 
had been in communication with the 
Berlin foreign office. 


Secretary 
Lansing's 
cablegram 


stated that the American representa- 
tive at Buenos Aires had been able to 
establish that M. Caillaux, during 
his visit to Argentina in 1915, had 
been in communication 
with the 


Berlin foreign office through Count 
von Luxburg—then German minister 
to Argentina—with the object of 
concluding peace with Germany at 
any price, so as to permit the re- 
sumption of business. 
It is under- 


stood tbis evidence will be published 
in American immediately. 


M. Caillaux sailed for South Amer- 


ica in November, 1914, going first 
to Brazil and then to Argentina. 
Something of a mystery was made 
of his trip. The aencral explanation 
was that he bad been entrusted with 
an economic mission, but was re- 
ported that .the Frcncn government's 
real purpose was to bring about his 
removal from France, on account of 
the feeling against him in certain 
quarters. 
Later, he made a visit to 


The Hague, which attracted atten- 
tion because of the presence there 
at the same time of members of the 
German reiclistsg. 
Shortly after- 


ward came his trip to Rome. 
Count von Luxbnrg was dismissed 


as German minister to Arcentina

United Mine Workers of America re- 
viewing activities of the organization 
at the biennial convention of the un- 
ion today, urged the

to 


ratify the wage agreements entered 
at Washington with the bituminous 
and anthracite operators and sanc- 
tioned by the 
federal 
government. 


'The agreements now in effect call 
for increases in wages and extend 
the present contracts two years, from 
April 1, 1918. -

. Most of the money advanced by 
the, "United States to the. nations in' 
Europe" engaged ia war with Ger- 
many is spent in this country for 
the' products of our farms, mines 
and. factories. 


Under the. arrangement made by 


the' secretary of the treasury and 
approved by the president, these 
Billed 
governments 
communicate 


their 
requirements for materials 


abd supplies to a United States com- 
mission through their own designat- 
ed purchasing agents in this country 
and the commission then renders its 
best efforts to obtain advantageous 
terms which are submitted to the 
purchasing agents. 


By these means competitive bid- 


ding against the other allies and 
against the United States is avoided 
and the same terms and the same 
treatment our own government re- 
ceives is accorded to our allies. 


It is expressly stipulated that no 


obligation 
or 
liability 
upon 
the 


United States shall be created by 
this arrangement. Onr government 
in simply lending its assistance to 
our allies in the spending here of 
the money we loaned them. 
The 


protection thus granted them is de- 
served, for they are doing the work 
which, if they do not do, must be 
done by America at the expense of 
American lives and American money. 


The most recent returns of sink- 


ings by submarines hare seemed a 
little more favorable to Germany 
than was expected two months ago. 
For quite a number of weeks the 
Germans have bcou sinking regularly 
from 17 to 21 British merchant ves- 
sels. 
With those of other allied na- 


tions being sunk the total is still a 
very heavy loss, much exceeding the 
total construction of ships so far 
secured by our allies and ourselves. 


Also much has been said of late 


about new German submarines of ex- 
ceptionally large size. 
There is no 


doubt that Germany will attempt a 
new drive with these big U-boats. 
These craft could carry enough oil 
to take them 9000 miles. They will 
have room for an abundant supply 
of topedoes. They will have com- 
fortable quarters for the crews, con- 
sidered superior to those provided on 
our destroyers. 


The Germans boast over the fact 


that these boats will carry six-inch 
guns. 
It is claimed that this will 


make capable of engaging on equal 
terms with any armed merchant 
ship, in which the submarine will 
have the advantage of being able to 
drop out of sight at any moment. 
The reply of our naval men to this 
proposition is first: that they doubt 
if any submarine has yet been built 
that would carry a six-inch gun.
